REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Okada et al. (WO00/15354), Kobayashi et al. (US 6,095,220), and Paulson et al. 
(US 6,554,044) are considered the closest prior art to the claimed invention. 

All three references teach a method of applying a laminated layer by transfer to 
an object utilizing at least one peeling step (Okada: Figures 8 and 9; Paulson: Figure 2; 
Kobayashi: Figure 3). However, there are no teachings found of a rear edge peeling step 
and a front edge peeling step of peeling off a base material from a laminated layer, and a 
further finishing step of peeling off a heat resistive base material performed after the 
rear and front edge peeling steps.
